It is pointed out that the elemen- 
tary school is badly in need of funds 
to correct badly overcrowded .con- 
ditions in many of the elementary 
schools in this district. According 
to Helms the following improvements 
which are sadly needed willbe made 
in the elementary district: enlarge-. 
ment of. the Peres, East Richmond, 
Mira Vista,-Pullman,, and El Cerrito, 
€onstrugtion of anew school at 
Kensington and Berkeley Park. | 

The last two sections according 
to Helms are growing very-fast and’ 
students, from these districts _that 
have been sent to-the Berkeley and / 
“Albany schools have been “ordered 
out” "because of the. crowded con- 
alitions at these schools due to their 
own large increase: 

If the present bond issue carries 
a portion of the funds will be ‘used 
for the construction of a new high 
school on the nineteen acre tract 
on Twenty-third street in the vicinity 
of the Rheem‘ Avenue District now.

| STILL MYSTERY 


Working on ‘every availablé ¢lue 
offered police last night were unable 
to unravel the .mysterfbus shooting 
of Paul Bernberger, foreman at the 
Santa Fe foundry in Richmond waile 
hewas on his way to work yesterday 


morning. The automobile which was 
used in the assault has not’ been 
identified, and very little hopa is 


entertained that it will be found as 
Bernberger failed to obtain the num- 
ber of the car. 


According, to the report ‘to the 
police Bernberger was shot by an wn- 
known man who sat in the rear of 


/an. automobile at the corner of Nevin 


and Second street early this morning. 
A shotgun was used by his assailant, 
the charge entering Bernberger’s 
right foot and ankle. 

“He was rushed tothe Emergency 
Hospital by the rere where he was 
treated by Dr. U. S. Abbott. He was 
later removed to hes Providence Hos- 
pital in Oakland. 


Although A. U, Good, vice-president 
of the Santa Fe Foundrey here stated 
that the company had not had any 
labor trouble at the plant here, 
Bernberger stated that he “believed 
the shooting may have been due to

ADOGERS rs 
MEN WELCOMED 


(By Universal Service) 
HONOLULU; Sept. 11—Commander 
John Dodgers and his vailent crew 
of four airmen, meturned to Pearl 
Harbor tonight aboard the destroyer 
McDanough. . 


Practically the entire city went to 
the harbor to welcome the flyers who 
battled for life on the turbulant 
Pacific for ‘ten days, after being 
forced down about 1800 miles from 
San Francisco when the big flag 
-plane—ran- short of tT 

Honolulu, always jnoted, for its 
manner of weltoth’ guests to its 
shores, outdid itself tonight. The 
whole city was saturated with a 
carnival spirit as the destroyer came 
to .anchor. 

A cheer of weteial hardly audible 
at first, swelled into a mighty roar 
fas “Cold Nerve” John Rodgers clam- 
ored ashore. « 

Many women were in tears as they 
Stood waiting for the airmen to come 
ashore. 

Commander Rodgers was followed 
ashore. by Lieutenant B. J. - Connell, 
navigator; Skiles R, Pope, aviation 
pilot; Otis G. Stanz, radio: operator; 
and W. M. Bowlin, mechanist. 

The might’s rest at Lilu on the 
island of Kauai where the plane 
was towed by the submarine R-} 
apparently did the fliers world of 
good. All appeared to be. in good 
condition after their experience. 

The flag plane, in good condition, 
except for a torn wing, will probably 


; be towed to Pearl Harber tomorrow, 


it was announced here tonight. 

No definite plans have been made 
concerning the airmen who returned 
here tonight. It is thought that af- 
ter a good rest they will embark 
for the United States. 

“Boats from the smallest tug to the 
largest battleship. gathered in Pear 
Harbor to witness the return of the 
airmen. As the destroyer McDonough 
neared the landing place a battle- 
ship threw its searchlight glare in 
front of the approaching . vessel, 

Commander Rodgers was caught in 
the glave of the Mght as he was 
about to decend the gang plank.

Commander McDonald was the first 
to greet Rodgers. A small army of

Profiting by the lessons learned 
from the attempted flight of. the 
two smaller ships the navy. depart- 
ment hopes that the larger ship will 
be able to make a successful flight. 

This was the word of Washing- 
tion, D. C. yesterday in a stat t 
from Secretary of the Navy Curtis 
DL: Wilbur to naval flight headquar- 

tere in San Francisco. 


Two weeks will elapse, before .t 
next battle of the air is under . 
No start will be made until Septem 
ber 21, according to’ oruers. The 
exact date after that time is depen- 
dent upon weather conditions.
